Inoldeat .in Van X>ie3nan'e Land. 

A >7ritcr In Ccuteir4 Magazine^ reeiting 
his rocoilectiona of Van Dieman'e Land, 
tells this fttory of two old conviets ; ** While 
in Victoria, ia 1850, 1 oajne in oontaet 
ifith two men who wcrn eplitting posia 
and rails In the bush for railway purposes, 
wbo has beeo Iranflported from Unglfind 
either to Now South Welca or Van Dio- 
man's Land, upwards of forty years before, 
during tbo reign ;of Qcorgo III. They 
had become fast friends on the outward 
pataage, and had worked together over 
cineo they bad obtained tbeu- freedom. 
They ^rere apEtirof old baehetcrs, eaeh 
about Beve'nty years of agej butwiry'and 
totivo to a wonderful degree, living vcty 
BJmpW and abBtemionaJy, oxcept when the 
monthlT aettlemcnt day arrived, when tboy 
invariftWjgot drunlcfof two or three daye, 
Dim&g one of tbeao bouts Ibey quarreled 
aziadifiaobed|iarlnerBhip; buitbeycould 
not remain Iwig aavEder — tbey were per- 
feoiJy ralE«rxble> fto beEor« many wi 
paased I bad the a&tlaTcotion of ec«lng tho 
yencra^ ^attbn reunited to the vener- 
able Fytbfas. BolopgB limohadelapeod 
' aineo tbeu old ecntkmea had kfiEug- 
kndj and they, bad led eueb a' aeetudfd 
Ufa aboo tboy bad arrived in the coioDii^,
